Won't Last Forever 

No matter how naturally 
garden soil it will benefit

In the first place the gardener 
should understand that he is using 
the soil very intensively, very much 
more intensively in fact, than does 
the farmer. In a small plot of ground 
a great many things are grown and 
the same plot is used over and over 
again. Secondly, the fertilizer is being 
used for several not just 
to feed particular vegetables, flowers 
or shrubbery, but to get bigger and 
better blooms, earlier vegetables, and 
in some cases to bring on growth or 
maturity quickly before frost or to 
get ahead of disease or insects. 


purposes, 


There are Several Kinds 

There are two main classes of fer- 
tilizer, the “natural” type like well- 
rotted barnyard manure, compost of 
rotted leaves, vegetable refuse, peat, 
ete., and what are known as chemical 
fertilizers which one buys in bags or 
packages. The first are particularly 
valuable for putting humus or fibre 
into the soil, for opening up heavy 
clays and adding strength to sandy 
soil. If they are unobtainable one can 
depend on the chemical variety entire- 
ly, though if at all possible one should 
also add compost or dig in what is 
termed green manure. This is simply 
a cover crop of oats, rye or almost 
anything that is green. The latter 
when well grown is dug or plowed 
under and allowed to rot. 

Of the chemical or commercial 
fertilizers, it is important to realize 
that these contain three main essen- 
tial — nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. These are usually shown by 
three figures with a dash between 
on the bag or package. As a rule when 
green growth is the important thing 
as with grass and leafy vegetables, 
then a fertilizer rich in nitrogen is 
wanted, Where root growth is dom- 
inant, as with potatoes, carrots, beets, 
ete., then a formula heavy in potash 
would suit. As a general rule a fairly 
evenly balanced mixture is best for 
the average garden. 

Must Use Carefully 


Chemical fertilizer must be used 
carefully and according to directions. 
If allowed to come in direct contact 
with the plants or roots it is liable 
to burn them. A safe plan is to first 
dissolve in water and apply or spread 
thinly during or just before a shower 
or hosing, That also the proper 
time and way to apply this material 
on lawns. 


For hastening growth of vegetables 
the experts usually mix a little quick- 
acting fertilizer with the soil before 
sowing and then later spread a little 
close to, but not actually touching, 
the rows. For trees, shrubbery and 
big plants one can dig in fairly closely 
around the roots, 

Where one suspects that the soil 
in the garden is deficient in some of 
the main chemical elements, it is a 
good plan to get a sample tested at 
the nearest experimental station. At 
times there is a simple thing lacking 
like potash or one of the rarer ele- 
ments. '™n this case a special applica- 
tion of what is missing will really 
work wonders.

Safety Council Report 

Edmonton, May 16— With 120,460 
official safety stickers issued to 1,435 
testing centres established in almost 
every city, town, village and hamlet 
throughout Alberta, Canada's first 
province-wide vehicle inspection cam- 
paign reached the half-way mark on 
Monday, and moved into the second 
stage with police beginning an in- 
tensified drive to enforce the pro- 
visions of the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act with respect to brakes, 
lights, horns and rear-view mirrors, 
Howard Stutchbury, the managing 
director of the Alberta Safety Council 
announced. 

Not more than 10% of the total 
issued is believed, from past ex- 
perience in the Calgary area, to be 
unissued by the testing centres, which 
would mean that approx. 108,414 
motor vehicles were inspected volun- 
tarily and approved in a safe con- 
dition during the first month of the 
campaign, which opened April 15 and 
was to continue to June 15 Mr, Stutch- 


bury sald, 


Royal Canadian Mounted Police in 
93 detachments throughout the pro- 
vince. and city forces in Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat 
were busy this week checking the 
brakes, lights, horns and rear-view 
mirrors of cars and trucks not aleady 
approved as safe in the testing centres 
set up for this purpose, Mr.Stutch- 
bury said, 


Latest available figures from Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, on Monday in- 
dicated 4,440 more stickers had been 
issued to testing centers here than 
in the foothills city, where for a 
number of years now approximately 
100% of all cars and trucks have 
been inspected, either voluntarily in 
the testing centres or by police. This 
means that centres here have ordered 
in larger quantities at the outset or 
that Edmonton now boasts that many 
more vehicles than the southern city, 
safety council officials explained. 


During the first month 20,560 
stickers were issued in Edmonton, 
16,120 in Calgary and 82,520 in the 
rest of Alberta. With almost 200,000

vehicles registered in Alberta during 
the fiscal year ending March 31, this 
left 79,540 cars and trucks still to be 
inspected if Alberta this year in its 
initial campaign is to reach 100% 
success, 

Many of the remaining vehicles will 
still make use of the testing centre 
facililies and safety council officials 
estimated that police would not have 
to check more than 10% of the pro 
vince’s total registrations during the 
next month. Among this 10% would 
probably be found the dangerously 
unsafe machines the campaign was 
primarily designated to find, officials 
stated. 


Tribute was paid by Mr. Stutch- 
bury to the general public who had 
responded so magnificently to the 
voluntary appeal, and to the publie- 
spirited garages and service stations 
who were so well situated, staffed 
and equipped to carry out this large- 
scale inspection program. “With the 
public, testing centers and police co- 
operating on this unprecedented scale, 
we can undoubtedly this year achieve 


a much safer province’, Mr. Stutch- 


bury declared.

Veterans Insurance 


World War II veterans can apply 
for Veterans’ Insurance for at least 
another nine months, and in some 
cases beyond that deadline DVA 
district administrator J. Sutton an- 
nounced today in Calgary, comment- 
mg on the fact that many southern 
Alberta ex-servicemen seemed to 
think the time limit for application 
had expired. 

Mr. Sutton explained that February 
20, 1951, was the earliest deadline 
for the approval of application, If 
however, a veteran was released from 
the forces after February 20, 1945, 
he has six years from the date of 
discharge to get his application ap- 
proved. 

In southern Alberta 868 veterans 
have taken out policies amounting to 
$2,447,895. This type of insurance, 
ranging in amounts from $500 to 
$10,000,.is available to former mem 
bers of Canadian, Commonwealth and 
Empire armed forces as well as to 
certain classes of merchant seamen. 

Because in most cases no medical 
examination is required, many vet- 
erans, who because of disabilities 0° 
other health conditions would be ur 
able to purchase commercial life in- 
surance, take advantage of the Ve'- 
erans Insurance Act to protect their 
families. Premiums, which may le 
paid in cash, out of pensions or fro 
re establishment-credits, compare very 


favorably with the cost of similar 
policies issued by commercial com- 
panies. 


Cash surrender values increase after 
the policy has been in force two 
years, but loans cannot be secured 
against it, All policies a disability 
benefit at no extra premium.
